U.S. MAY INTERVENE 


NOW MAKING PREPARATIONS TO 
INVADE MEXICO 


President Taft Wants Congress 
Share the Responsibility for tnter- 
vention—Six Dreadnoughts are in 
Mexican. Waters—Ten Other Fight- 
Ing Ships in Readiness. 
Washington.—President Taft and 

the cabinet are in accord that Con- 

gress shall 
for any intervention in’ Mexico. 

Conferences between the President 
and his advisors ended with the un- 
derstanding that should conditions in 
Mexico City become so much worse 
as to demand the landing of American 
troops, Mr. Taft will lay before both 
Houses of Congress the facts in a 
special message. ivery preliminary 
was arranged for the action which 
might follow such a course, Thirty- 
five thousand men, of the army, navy 
and marine corps, were put in rea-ti- 
ness for movement. The first brigade 
of the first army div'ston just creat- 
ed, three thousand men iu ell, and 
the nucleus of an expeditionary force 
of 15,000 was put on marching orders 
ready to entrain for Newport News, 
Va., where army transports wait un- 
der Bieam. i 

Between 2,500 and 3,000 marines 
of the Atlantic battleship fleet and at 
the Gunantanamo naval station, were 
prepared for immediate movement to 
Vera Cruz, where they might be kept 
aboard ship ready for landing to 
blaze an avenue of escape to Mexico 
City for foreigners,.as was done by 
the great powers at Peking. 

Six Dreadnoughis with approximate- 
ly 6,000 jackies and officers are now 
rushing under full steam for Mexi- 
can ports—four on the Atlantic and 
two on the Pacific. Ten other crack 
fighting ships of the Atlantic bat- 
tleehip fleet, swinging at anchor sev- 
enty hours off Gauntanoma are ready 
for sea. They have approximately 
9,000 officers and men. 

Within call.to supplement this force 
are the cruiser Denver, enroute to 
Acajutha, Salvador; transport Buffalo, 
et Corinto, Nicaragua; cruiser Des 
Moines, en route to Bluefields, Nicar- 
agua, and due there Saturday: gun- 
boat Nashville, en route to Hondur- 


It is the feeling of the administra- 
tion that these plans are all that can 
be done at this time, and that a suffi- 
ecient number of wareh'ps have been 
despatched, not only to observe de- 
velopments, but to practically create 
neutral zones at ports where they lie, 
in which Americans and other foreign- 
ere in Mexico may find safety. 

It has been suggested in some cen- 
tere that to land troops in Mexico 
would be such an act of war as can be 
justified only by a resolution of Con- 
grees. Many military officers fail to 
fee any distinet'on between such land- 
ing of troops on foreign soil in case 
of anarchy, and the employment of 
marines for the same purpose, as was 
done in Nicaragua recently. 

To meet the constitutional objection 
In case the transports were sent to 
Vera Cruz, it ‘s understood that the 
commanding officers would be instruc- 
ted not to land. troops except upon 
Congressional] authority. 

Their presence on the coast, it is 
felt. would donbtless have a strong 
moral effect upon the contending fac- 
tions in Mexico, and more than a 
week's time would be saved in plec- 
ing the soldiers just where they would 
be needed in case danger to foreign 
Hves and property should become 
more imminent.

Hundreds of miles of new lines are 
to be constructed, and as many nen | 
as the C.N.R. are able to secure will 
be given work on the construction. 

In Manitoba a stretch of five hun- 
dred miles beginning five miles east 
of Portage and extending to near 
limemt. will be-the ma'‘n develop- 


ment. The Inwood-Fieher River 
rou.e will be graded forty miles. 

The construction in east Saskatche- 
wan will inelude a line from Sturgis 
for a distance of 44 miles towards 
Hudson Bay. A like distance of Tine 
i will be constructed on the Gravelburg 
branch. The line through Gravel- 
burg toward Swift Current will have 
more than fifty miles added to the 
present grade. 

The MeRorie-Outlook line will be 
extended nearly 30 miles east of that 
point and about twenty miles west of 
it, 

The Kegina-Moose Jaw line, and the 
Yorkton branch are also included in 
the programme. 

Alberta is to see many of the Al- 
berta lines constructed this summer. 
The Camrose southwes! branch is the 
principal dne, and the sixty m’'les of 
new line on this will be undertaken 
on the Edmonton-Calgary line. The 
line sovth of McLeod, at Pincher 
Creek, will be graded for about forty 
miles and work on the Calgary-Leth- 
bridge branch will also be undertaken.

He has especially pronounced 
ideas as to the manner in which Car- 
men should be conducted, | 
His majesty had a conversation with | 
|M. Paur some time ago on this sub 
ject, and criticised his methods. On| 
his last visit to the opera the kalser | 
noticed that M. Paur remained faith- 
fully to musical traditions, and ignored } 
his hints. | 
The emperor thereupon summoned 
Count Huelsen, the court official who | 
is at the head of the royal opera, and | 
expressed his dissatisfaction in the} 
strongest possible terms. The next | 
jday M. Paur resigned. |

R. Bruce Smith, Ontario inspector of 
public charly, giving evidence before 
Pensions commission. 
He declared immorality as one of the 
most prolific causes of poverty and di- 
vided the reasons for people becoming 
dependent on others by the following 
percentages: 

Intemperance, 21; ineffic'ency, oft- 
en congenital, 22; improvidence, 16; 
shiftlessness, 15; immorality, 13; stu- 
pid'ty, 7; ignorance, 5. In On‘ario, 
he pointed out there are 15000 in 
houses of refuge, and 7,000 receiving 
mnicipal aid and otherwise helped. 

Dr. Bruce Smith advocated the see- 
regation of all fechle minded women 
during the maternity period in in‘dus- 
trial refuges and the appl'cation of re- 
formatory methods to first offenders. 
He beMeved that a Man or woman 
convicted three t'mes under the crim- 
‘nal eode should have custodial care 
for the rest of their lives, not behind 
vricon hars, but with outdoor work 
where they would be self-supporting 
but prevented from reproducing the'r 
kind. He favored in Canada an old 
age nension system. similer to that 
which obtains in New Zealand, but 
with some amendmen‘s. The amount 
he suggested, would be $130 a year. 
vavable monthly and diminished in 
proportion to other income or the pos- 
session. of net unencumbered valucs 
of property by over $500. By this 
means a large number would be kept 
out of houses of refuge. 

Before the committee rose Mr. 
Stubbs, president of the United Min- 
ers of Alberta. gave evidence in fav- 
or of the inaveuration in Canada of a 
system of old age pension. He 
thought it would result in great bene- 
fit to the working classes generally 
and to none would it appeal more than 
the workers in the mines. 

Mr. Stubbs gave the committee 
some interesting information as to 
the conditions under which work is 
done in the mines of the West.

RAILWAY CHARTER RENEWALS 


Calgary, Edmonton and Fort McMur- 
ray Ry. Bill Passed 

Ottawa.—The old question of a re- 
newal of railway charters came up 
before the Railway committee when a 
Northern Railway Company asked for 
a renewal. The Hon. Frank Coc)h- 
rane, Minister of Railways, thought 
that there should be a yearly renewal 
of some provision to see that compan 
‘es getting charters proceeded wich 
the work. 

Major Currie strongly objected to 
an act to incorporate the Calgary, Ed- 
monton and Fort McMuray railway 
on the ground that it was going over 
vhe exact territory of the Alber’a and 
Great Waterways Railway Company 
line, whose troubles have resulted in 
litigation before Canadian and Imper- 
ial courts. - 

They had beaten the Alberta Gov- 
ernment and were prepared now to 
go «head and now another charter 
Was granted over the same territory. 

J. E. Armstrong. East Lambton, 
who was in charge of the bill, assure’ 
the comm'ttee that it was not going 
over the identical terr'tory, 

The bill was passed. 


To Distract Attention of the Dominion 


London.—The Yorkshire post, Un- 
fonist, puts forward the suggestion 
that the recent manifesiat'on of Germ- 
any to conform to the sixteen ¢o ten 
standard in battleships between our- 
selves and Germany may be perhaps 
because Germany wants to distract 
Canada's attention from the necessi'y 
of contributing to the Imperial fleet. 

This of course, the Post continues, 
‘s mere speculation. A point more 
immediately notewor'hy is that Ger- 
many's readiness to moderate the rete 
of her warship construction has not 
apparently been officially made know» 
to our foreign office. it is doubtful 
if in any case it would affect the Br''- 
ish naval program of this year, which 
contemplates an ervtra two millions 
sterling expenditure.

conduct we are either honoring. or 
lishunoring the Lord, magnifying Him 
or magu'fying ourselves, and we would 
do weil to Lest everything by this test. 
He is able to take care of His own 
people and H's own work under all 
circumstances, and all He asks of us 
is a whole heart for Him, such an 
ablding in and separation unto Him 
that he shaljl not be hindered in, work- 
ing out His good pieasure. 

When at any tune we wander away 
from the Loid the only thing to do is 
to return as quickly as possible, for 
He is ever calling the wanderer to re- 
turn, as in Isa. iy, 7; Jer. ili, 14, 22); 
tos. xiv, 1, 2, and the word of encour- 
agement awaits both the unsaved and 
the saved, “Him that cometh to Me I 
will in nowise cast out” (John vi, 37). 
it is good to see Abram back ai the 
place of the altar between Bethel and 
Hai and to hear him calling on the 
name of the Lord (verses’3, 4) and to 
know that the Lord has abundantly 
perdoned him according to His word. 


It may seem strange to some to see 
Abram very rich in cattle; in silver 
and in gold (verse 2) notwithstanding 
his wanderings from the Lord, but let 
such consider their own merciés and - 
say if they have not been dealt with 
in loving kindness beyond all their de- 
serts. Sometimes the Lord woukt 
draw us back to or closer to Himself 
by His great mercies, and we have all 
and always reason to say: It is of the 
Lord's mereies that we are not con- 
sumed, because His compassious fail 
not”. (Lam. iii, 22). 


Lot also was rich in flocks and - 
herds, and his herdmen and those of 

Abram could not agree. So to pre 

vent strife Abram told Lot to take 

his choice of territory and that he 

would take that which Lot did not de- 

sire, Thus magnanimous could this 

great man afford to be because he 

was the friend of God and the Lord 

was his portion. Being a -witness 

for God before the Canaanites and 

Perizzites who dwelt in the land, he 

could not tolerate strife, for the ser- 

vant of the Lord must not strive. 

(Il Tim. fi, 24), 

Meekness, lowliness and subm'‘ssion 

are always becoming in a child of 
God, but never strife, not even to 
maintain our so called rights. We 
are exhorted to take wrong and suffer 
ourselves to be defrauded rather than 
atrive before unbelievers (1 Cor. vi, 


Re 2 

Without regard to the character of 

the peoplg who lived on the plain, who 
are described as wicked and sinners 
before the Lord, exceedingly. Lot 
chose the plain of Jordan, because he 
saw that it would admirably suit his 
numerous flocks and herds (verses 
10-13). Tt is said that he lifted up 
h's eyes, but it was only to behold the - 
low and fruitful valley of the Jordan. 
He did not behold the Lord nor con- 
sider Hig will in the matter. It 
was a case of self only. 
It was good for Lot to be with Ab- 
ram, but not so good for Abram to 
have Lot with him, Separation from 
Lot was really to Abram’s advantage 
and evidently pleasing to the Lord, for 
the Lord had ano-her message for Ab- 
ram-as seon as Lot was separated 
from him (14-17). There was a re- 
newed assurance that the Lord would 
give him the whole land and the pro- 
mise that his seed would be as the 
dust of the carth (verse 16). 

In verse 18 see this friend of God 
iwelling with Him at Hebron, which 
signifies fellowship, away above the 
sinners of Sodom and in communion 
with God with his altar unto the Lord. 
This prepares us for the record in 
chapter xiv of the capture and ¢ iptiv- 
ity of Let and h's goods by the four 
kings, while Abram, living above and 
away from all the turmoil, is able to 
go with his 248 trained servants and 
rescue Lot and his people and all his 
goo!s While mixed up with the 
lworld we cannot expect to have vic- 
tory over it, and it is only as we dwell 
at Hebron in fellowship with God that 
we can hope to rescue others from the 
god of th's world First we see Lot 
pitching his tent toward Sodom, and 
then we see him ‘dwelling in Sodom, 
(xifi, 12; xy, 12). Later we shall 
find h'm a ruler in Sodom, sitting in 
the gate—retting on in the world. 

In the end of chapter xiv we have a 
wonderful recerd of a most remark- 
able man, a king and a priest, type of 
the Lord Jesus Christ when He shall 
he a priest upon His throne, a priest 
forever efter the order of Melchizedek 
(Zech, vi, 18: Pa. ex. 4). Hore we 
have for the first t!me the title: the 
Mast High Go}, possessor of heaven 
and ear'h. and because Abram was 
hiessed by Him he was able to turn 
his back upon the tempting offer of 
the King of Sodom concerning the 
eoods If the church today knew the 
Most High God and His blessing she 
wonld pever he gu'ity of seeking the 
goods of Sodom to help ber carry on 
her work. There is noth'ng eo grand 
se to know God and find our all in 
Him.

‘The Fine Art ef Living In Order 
to Eat. 

That witty Frenchman, Max O’Rell, 
ence wrote: “The Frenchman 
the Englishman feeds—eo does his 
horse,”’ and although the more modern 
Englishman has in part removed the 
reproach, yet O’Rell’s statement will 
eerve as exhibiting the true distino- 
tion between the gourmet and 
gourmond. To take an intelligent in- 
terest in the art of feeding, so as to 
refine it of its coarseness and to ap- 
preciate its finer side, has been in all 
pe and im all climes since the birth 
of civilization looked upon as permie- 
sible—nay, praiseworthy. On the 
other side of the line stands the gotr- 
mand taking a pleasure in the mere 
feeding from, its. practical point of 
view, arid dangerously Spproohing the 
tealm of gluttony. 

The. dividing line is a narrow one 
as indeed are most dividing limes, but 
the derivation of gourmet from an old 


in higher matters.” There we have. it 
—a matter of good taste or bad taste 
as to which opinions may differ. 
Simpson you may hold to be upon th: 
tight side of the line, whereas we think 
him a very glutton. Our own Charlies 

ib you may call a gourmand, since 
he wrote a whole essay upon roast 
pig; yet we vote him a most delicate 
and epicurean gourmet. 

Certes greediness would be a test, 
albeit greediness, like many other 
vices, has toned iteelf down in modern 
times and concealed its loathy face 
behind the cloak of thearty appetite! 

No such nice distinctions arose in 
anciemt times. There could be little 
of refinement about the eating process 
until] forks came in, and this was as 
late as the 17th century. Neverthe- 
less, ancient Greek banquets provided 
that feast of reason and flow of soul 
which are part of the lighter and bet- 
ter typé of feeding. The Greeks, of, 
course, were the first cooks, and with 
cookery in its primitive state, how 
could there be room for culture and 
educated taste at table? Imagine if 
you can a gourmet at table with food 
merely heated, putting his hand to 
the dish and tearing his pet morsels 
with his teeth; the notion is unthink- 
able. Charles Lamb shrank inetino- 
tively from one who professed to like 
minced veal. What would he have 
said to the ancient Saxdh feeder, 
brandishing a clasp knife in one hand 
and a leg of mutton in the other, 
stopping anon to stuff his mouth with 
hacked off morsels? 

The Greeks did better than this. 
Music or @ recitation of poetry at 
their feaste, cleanliness and beauty 
of service and decoration, and cook- 

in place of mere meat-warming, 
all took their part, and we doubt not 
that the Greek system bred the gour- 
met very speedily. Following the Ro- 
mans, ready to assimilate the Grecian 
2ulture, dying to achieve the 
gastronomic distinction of 
Athens. To the superficial student 
Lucullus has come down merely as a 
person who gave most gorgeous ban- 
quets at his villa at Tarentum, out- 
side Rome, and not as a successful 
soldier and statesman. His dishes of 
peacocks’ tongues possibly stir the: 
imagimation of the feeder as does the 
recorded fact that a single one of his 
banquets cost as much as $10,000. 

Surely it is not to be greedy or 
gluttonous to have a fat cookery book 
somewhere on one’s shelves? And it 
was no shame to Aspicius to have had 
the world’s first cookery book dedicat- 
ed to him over 2,000 years ago?

Our metbod is as follows: Procure 
four ounce bottle. Have a jug or 
bucket of new or sweet. milk. Put 
three ounces of milk in the bottle and 
one teaspoonful of gasoline. | Stand the 
‘amb in a corner of building or pen. 
Stand astride of lamb and hold its 
head only high enough that it cap 
swallow the liquid. Now, take mix- 
ture and shake well and keep op shak- 
ing until bottle is ready to put in 
Re- 

move bottle and reshake if vecessary 

before it bas all been given. 

One or two facts | want to impress 

on my readers are: First, you ust 

mix the dosé for each lamb separately, 
as gasoline and milk will not mix with- 

;out continual shaking, and if given 
pure a few drops only kill the jamps; 
second, the lambs should he kept up 
without food for at least ten hours be 
fore the mixture ts given. Two applt 
cautions are usually all that are neces 
sury. After the affected lambs begin 
to show improvement they should be 
well fed and given a tonic for the 
blood and given frequent change of 
Dasture.
